Coleman branch of the Cana¬ 
dian Legion is sponsoring the 
Coleman canvas of the United 
Emergency Fund for Britain in 
town and have gained the co¬ 
operation of the mining com¬ 
panies, miners’ union and the 
businessmen in conducting the 
canvass. 

It has been agreed by the 
union and the companies that 
the miners will be solicited in¬ 
dividually in the mines and that 
their respective donations will 
be deducted from their pay 
statements. In this manner the 
canvass is made infinitely 
easier and quicker. 

The busiinessmen and clerks 
will be solicited at their places 
of business. Arrangements 
have also been made to solicit 
employees at the strip mine 
and private contractors. 

Those who may inadvertent¬ 
ly be missed in the canvass and 
who wish to donate to the Fund 
can send their cheques to Jim 
Drew, secretary, Coleman 
branch Canadian Legion or can 
contact Mr. Drew personally at 
the local government liquor 
store where he is employed. 

Mr. Drew, in commenting on 
the United Emergency Fund for 
Britain stated: 

“Tpday Britain stands in 
greater need of Canadian assist¬ 
ance than at any time since the 
dark days of 1940. She must im¬ 
port food or her people will 
starve — she must import raw 
materials or her factories will 
close — she must continue to 
stand shoulder-to-shoulder with 
the United States and the Com¬ 
monwealth Nations to maintain 
the peace and the recovery in 
Europe, if Freedom, Liberty and 
Democracy are to survive. 

“This is Britain’s greatest and 
most important battle—a Sec¬ 
ond Battle of Britain. The bulk 
of her imports and the econom¬ 
ic help she requires must origin¬ 
ate in the dollar countries and 
must be paid for in dollar cur¬ 
rency which she has to earn. 
Out of a war in which she gave 
of her world resources without 
stint or limit, Britain has em¬ 
erged burdened with a debt 
which few but the British people 
would have dared to contem¬ 
plate with any degree of optim¬ 
ism. 

“Her economy, geared to war¬ 
time requirements, was outdis¬ 
tanced and outmoded at a time 
when greater performances 
were demanded of it than ever 
before. Because of this, Britain 
has been unable to produce and 
export sufficient goods to pro¬ 
vide the funds necessary to im¬ 
port the essential raw materials 
and foodstuffs she must have in 
order to win the battle which 
she is fighting.’'

A very good attendance greet¬ 
ed Board of Trade Chairman 
Percy Dickieson and his execu¬ 
tive at the regular meeting of 
the Board on Thursday evening. 

A letter of regret Jthat he 
could not be present for the 
meeting was received from Hon 
N . JEf Tanner, Minister of Lands 
~«r'»IiZies. 

Coleman Community Sports’ 
Association took the opportun¬ 
ity of approaching the Board by 
letter to ask its co-operation in 
prevailing upon those in its 
membership who conducted 
businesses to collect Association 
membership fees from their re¬ 
spective staffs in order to ease 
the load of the canvassers each 
year. Discussion revealed that 
some merchants already prac¬ 
ticed this while others had not 
done so because they had not 
been asked to do sb either by 
the Association or by staff mem¬ 
bers. The situation now appears 
to be thoroughly understood by 
all and greater co-operation is 
anticipated next year between 
collectors and businessmen. 

Tourist committee chairman 
Horace Allen gave an outline of 
the work done by his committee 
in drafting tourist literature 
which it was hoped would be 
distributed next spring and 
summer to tourists passing 
through this area. 

It was proposed to print 4,000 
pamphlets 9”x28” and folded so 
that each page would measure 
9”x4”. The pamphlet would fea¬ 
ture many subjects, such as 
scenery, fishing, hunting, edu¬ 
cation, civic government, min¬ 
ing, etc. and would also include 
a number of local illustrations. 
Cost was estimated at $250. It 
was agreed to go ahead with 
the project taking into consid¬ 
eration that while we may not 
have a paved highway in this 
area until 1950 it would require 
several years education of the 
tourist to keep him coming 
through here.

Rev. A. S. Dewdney 
Speaks On Far North 

Members of Coleman’s Lions 
Club got a word picture of life 
above the Arctic Circle when 
guest speaker Rev. A. S. Dew¬ 
dney of the Anglican church 
told of his ten years spent in 
mission work at Fort Macpher- 
son, N.W.T. 

“You have to be a jack of all 
trades up there,” Mr. Dewdney 
advised his listeners, at the reg¬ 
ular meeting held Monday night 
in Grand Union hotel. “I pulled 
an average of four teeth a 
month Desides other duties.” 

When Mr. Dewdney and his 
wife first went in to their north¬ 
erly post it took them three 
weeks to arrive from Edmonton. 
Their trip out to Edmonton last¬ 
ed only 12 hours flying time. 

“The chief impression you get 
is the vastness and emptiness 
of the country.” Pointing to a 
map he said : “The Northwest 
Territories plus the Yukon have 
a larger area than the rest of 
Canada. 

Moving North 

“I do find that most people 
are very ignorant about the 
north of Canada. We should be 
more conscious of the north. Our 
country is going to move north 
We still have frontiers in Cana¬ 
da and I think that the fron¬ 
tiers *of the country are moving 
north,” he advised. 

While Mr Dewdney busied 
himself with church work and 
ihe general welfare of the In- 
,...a.:s—“they are very Oriental 


in appearance”— his wife assist¬ 
ed with childbirtbs and general 
medical work among the people. 
A doctor from Aklavik was able 
to visit Fort Macpherson only 
once a year, he observed. 

Fine Garden 

Due to peculiarities of climate 
with four months of summer 
and eight months of winter, the 
Dewdneys were able to plant a 
remarkable garden. Wheat oats, 
barley, cabbage, carrots, beets 
and other products were grown 
successfully in the northern 
clime. 

The climate? “Once it went to 
66 degrees below zero,” he re¬ 
called, “but the average during 
the winter is 30 below with no 
wind. The winter is no more 
severe than some points of 
Saskatchewan.” Summer comes 
suddenly early in May ; in Sept¬ 
ember it turns cool, with snow 
by the middle of October. There 
are just the two seasons. 

Indians and Eskimo^ make a 
good living trapping and hunt¬ 
ing. They camp on the edges of 
the great herds of cariboo for 
hunting. Muskrat trapping is 
very profitable. 

The Indians at his mission 
contributed between $800 and 
$900 towards the Red Cross 
while he was there, and pur¬ 
chased $4,000 to $5,000 worth of 
war bonds. 

Around his Arctic post the 
country is “very wooded,” be¬ 
cause it is in the tree line. He 
recalls splitting some blocks of 
wood that were one and a halt 
feet in diameter.

First Aid Hints for 


Miscellaneous Injuries 


FOREIGN BODY IN THE EAR CHANNEL 

If an insect is in the ear channel, fill the ear with olive oil, when the insect will float and may be 
removed. Otherwise make no attempt to treat a patient with a foreign body in the ear, but take him to a doc¬ 
tor as soon as possible; attempts to remove the foreign body may lead to fatal consequences. If a child cannot 
be induced to keep the fingers from the ear, tie his hands down to prevent his pushing the foreign body fur¬ 
ther. Never syringe or probe the ear. 

FOREIGN BODY IN THE NOSE 

Instruct the patient to breathe through the mouth. Do not interfere with the foreign body, but 
take him to a doctor at once. 

FOREIGN BODY IN THE STOMACH 

Pins, and other small, sharp objects, may be accidentally swallowed. Give nothing by the mouth, 
but take the patient to a doctor at once. Smocth objects such as coins or buttons need not cause alarm. 

FROST BITE 

Wind and coostricting clothing will make the tissues freeze more readily. Moisture on the skin, 
and air heavily laden with moisture, will make the tissues freeze more readily-, that is the tissues will stand 
a much lower temperature in dry air than in moist air, before freezing takes place. 

TREATMENT: 1. Slow thawing. 2. No rubbing. 3. No moisture. 4. No Snow.

Southern Trans-Canada pres¬ 
ident Ernie McFarland, of Leth¬ 
bridge, is giving much time and 
effort in promoting the interests 
of the highway in the proper 
places. Last week he travelled 
to Edmonton where he was re¬ 
ceived by Premier E. C. Man¬ 
ning and the Hon D. R. Mac¬ 
Millan, Minister of Public 
Works ' 

He was assured that the de¬ 
partment has no intention 
whatsoever of changing its pro¬ 
gram of road construction and 
hard-surfacing in the south of 
the province. The Canadian 
southern highway route through 
Alberta will be completed by the 
end of 1950 unless unusual 
weather conditions are experi¬ 
enced. 

Only two sections of the high¬ 
way at present are not hard¬ 
surfaced. The section from Tab¬ 
er to Medicine Hat has been 
graded and will be hard-surfac¬ 
ed during 1949. The portion 
from Pincher Creek to the 
Crow’s Nest Pass will be graded 
to standard in 1949 and hard¬ 
surfaced in 1950.

New Regulations 
Govern Alberta 
Regional 
Drama Festivals 


Invitations to be Issued by 
Executive Committee of 
Alberta Drama League 

Mr. Arthur E. Graham, presi¬ 
dent of the Alberta Drama 
League, announces that new re¬ 
gulations will govern the Al¬ 
berta Regional Drama Festival 
for 1949. 

It is to be noted that sub-re- 
(gional festivals are being dis¬ 
pensed with this year but that 
the League will accept entries 
and provide for adjudicators 
for any group interested. There 
is nothing to prevent several 
groups getting together and ar¬ 
ranging for an adjudication on 
the same night and at the same 
performance. 

Here are the regulations for 
1949. 

1. No sub-regional festivals 
will be held this year. In place 
of the sub-regional' Festivals 
Groups who wish to submit a 
production for adjudication and 
possible invitation to partici¬ 
pate in the Regional Festival 
will be adjudged separately in 
their own auditoriums or such 
places where they usually pres¬ 
ent plays. The adjudicator will 
attend one of the performances 
of the play when it is presented 
before the public and the ad¬ 
judication will be given private¬ 
ly at the close of the perfor¬ 
mance. 

2. Groups shall be responsiible 
for the travelling expenses of 
the adjudicator and shall also 
be responsible for his living ac¬ 
commodation and expenses dur¬ 
ing the time he is engaged by 
the group. 

3. Entries will be accepted of 
both full-length plays and short 
plays in either English or 
French provided that full- 
length plays do not have a cast 
exceeding twenty-five persons 
and short plays take not less 
than twenty minutes and not 
more than one hour to perform 
between the first and final cur¬ 
tains and do not have a cast ex¬ 
ceeding fifteen persons 

_ 4. The limitations as to pres¬ 
entation within or before cur¬ 
tains has been removed. Groups 
have the choice of using either 
drapes or a full stage setting at 
their own discretion. 

5. The dates allocated to Al¬ 
berta for the Regional Festival 
are March 7, 8, and 9, 1949, and 
will take place in Calgary. All 
adjudications must be complet¬ 
ed by February 6, 1949, and no 
play can be considered for ad¬ 
judication after that date. 

6. Notice of intention to en¬ 
ter a play for consideration and 
requests for an adjudication 
must be made to Mr. Robert 
Stuart, Secretary Alberta Dra¬ 
ma League, Extension Depart¬ 
ment, University of Alberta, Ed¬ 
monton, together with details 
of place and time of perfor¬ 
mance, and a copy of the play to 
be presented. 

7. Invitations to take part in 
the Regional Festival will be is¬

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The Cost Of Government 


TAXATION IS A MATTER which is of interest to almost every citizen 
since in recent years income and other taxes have been a.considerable item 
in the budgets of most Canadians. During the war, the need for increased 
revenue was obvious, and there were few who questioned the necessity for 
them to contribute through taxes to the support of Canada's war effort.* 
While there have been reductions in income taxes and in some other fields 
of taxation recently, it appears unlikely that they will ever again reach 
pre-war levels. Recent figures issued by the Canadian Bureau of Statistics 
on the cost of maintaining the Federal government show that there has 
been a tremendous increase in the past ten years. In the year ending last 
March 31, there were 118,370 Federal civil servants and their annual salar¬ 
ies totalled $226,790,000. 


Now Less Than 
In Peak Years 


In 1938, there were only 44,143 civil servants and 
their annual payroll was $66,880,000. This was 
calculated by the Bureau to show that in the ten 
years between 1938 and 1948 there had been an 
increase in the number of employees of 268 per cent., and in the salary 
costs of 339 per cent. It was pointed out that these figures do not include 
revenue postmasters? employees paid by the hour, and those working for 
crown corporations. While at present the number of employees is consid¬ 
erably less than it was in the peak years of 1946 and 1947, it is higher than 
it was before the war, and it is expected that the cost will be higher, this 
year, due to increases in the salaries of civil servants. The rise in the num¬ 
ber of government employees at this time is said to be due to the expand¬ 
ing activities of the Unemployment Insurance Commission, the Department 
of National Health and Welfare and the Department of Veterans Affairs. 


Trend Towards 
More Service 


There is clearly a trend in these times for the 
government to increase its services to the people 
in matters of health, welfare and various forms 
of social security. This trend is by no means 
confined to Canada. It has been evident in the United States for the past 
two decades, the people of England have shown that they 1 desire more leg¬ 
islation of this kind, and in Australia and New Zealand much social legis¬ 
lation has been introduced. There is no doubt as to the benefits derived 
from such service.^, but in demanding them the people should realize that 
they increase the cost of government and that this cost must in the long 
run, be borne largely by the public. This problem is not one that is faced 
only by Canadians. In the United Kingdom the cost of government has 
almost doubled in the past ten years. While it is most desirable that 
should progress socially, it should be understood that such progress in¬ 
evitably increases public expenditures, and that as a rbsult, higher taxes 
are to be expected.

Winter's Fuel Free 
For The Taking 

LILLOOET, B.C. — High costs of 
fuel are not going to worry ranchers 
and farmers in this district this win¬ 
ter. 

Good burning coal, free for the 
taking, is available in the Upper Hat 
Creek valley. 

Invitation for district residents to 
help themselves has come from Man¬ 
fred McGeer, well-known Vancouver 
barrister, who is associated with the 
Hat Creek Coal Mines. 

Several thousand tons of good 
burning coal were exposed when 
swollen waters of Hat Creek washed 
off the overburden in June this year. 
The deposit is just below the Hat 
Creek Coal Mine, which has not been 
operating since before the war, and 
200 yards from the main road. 

Offer was confirmed when a group 
of Lillooet citizens went out with a 
truck and brought back about a ton 
of the fuel. 

They were able to back the truck 
to within 10 feet of the deposit. 

With coal at $25 a ton at Lillooet, 
the outcropping is causing consider¬ 
able interest. 

Geologists have found huge bodies 
to lignite in the Hat Creek area. 

There are also large deposits of 
ceramic clays which could be used in 
making cement, brick and pottery.
